Being thirteen hundred and seventy dollars and 41 cong 
above the available sum raised for the use of the to 
for tho past year—seven hundred and forty one dollarg! 
and eight cents having been expended in cancelling old 
town orders of last year. 

The Selectmen have drawn orders upon the Town treas- 
urer during the year for the sum of $17,207,50, which 
orders include the payment of a note held by Moses 
flunt,. against the town, the principal and interest of — 
which amounted to $ 1172,20—which order is still in his 
hands and on interest at six per cent per ann. 

The amount of town orders now outstanding is $3,819, 19, 
which sum may be estimated as very nearly what the 
town is now in debt. 

So far as the knowledge of the undersigned exten there 
are very few outstanding bills against the towh The | 

gutstanding orders are all bearing interest at the rate of . 

six per cent perann. Thereis now a balance of cash 
inthe Treasury amounting to $236,87, and debts due 
the town amounting to $300, which being deducted from

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the above sum of 3,819,19 leaves thay sum of $3,282,392, 

to be provided tor by future appropriations. 

PURSUANT toa Vote of the 'Town at the last annual town 
meeting.the undersigned took a Census of the inhabitants, which 
shewed the following result. Whole number of Males 2105— 
Whole number of Females 2950. ‘Total population 5065. 
There being no additional expense in taking a Census, in con- 
nection with the taking of the invoice by the selectmen, the un- 
dersigned would recommend that a similar vote be passed, in 
order that the comparative increase or decrease of the popula- 
tion of the town may be accurately ascertained. 

At the last session of the Legislature, an Act was passed 
providing for the deposit of a large amonnt of the Surplus Rev- 
enue of the United States among the several towns of the State. 
By this act, our proportion of the deposite money for the pres- 
ent year will be $21,350, 40. But as this money belongs to the 
General Government, and is liable to be called for upon any 
emergency, and as the aforesaid act of the Legislature contains 
a provision prohibiting the several towns from expending any 
part of the principal, the undersigned would respectully suggest 
the expediency of still. continuing to ‘raise such sums of money 
by taxation, as will be sufficient to defray the ordinary expenses 
of the town. 

The sum of money which the town is by law compelled to 
appropriate for the support of common schools, has heretofore 


_ been extremely limited ic omparison to the number of scholars 


who are entirely dependent upon the common ‘school system 
for their improvement in the various branches of education.— 
The wise and judicious manner of division, adopted by the town 
in apportioning the school mohcy to the several school disiricts 


‘according to the number of scholars‘in eae h, has operated fa- 


vorably to the smaller ones, while it has not wronged the larger 
ones nor deprived them of their just rights. But the whole a- 
mount of money being inadequate, it has accomplished little 
more, in some of the districts, than to commence the schools 
and get them into successful operation. 

‘The total number of scholars in all the school districts in the 
town, as reported by the committee raised for the purpose of 
numbering them, t the] past year,was 1250, and the whole amount 
of money ‘appropriated for schools was $1256—being only one 
dollar per annum to each scholar. 

By the increase of our proportion in the scale for raising all 
future public taxes, as adjusted by the Legis lature at their last 
session, we shall now raise for the use of schools $ $2627, 10, 
which, with our proportion of the Literary Fund, annually re- 
ceived from the tax upon Banks, will probab!y amount to $3000. 
This sum it is thought, will be amply sufficient, under a fair 
distribution, and proper mang one to place our primary 
schools in a flourishing condition, Without raising any sum in 
addition to what the law requires, or encroaching upon our 
proportion of the public revenue... sod 

The undersigned would again ca all the attention of the town 
to the subject of enlarging and improving the condition of the 
buildings upon the Poor Farm. ‘lhe number of the inmates of 
that Institution is now very large—has been constantly increa- 
sing for the past year, and unless some measures are speedily 
taken to. insure a corresponding increase in the accommoda- 
tions of the establishment, a resort must be had to the ancient 
and more expensive mode of quartering the paupers upon the 
inhabitants at large:
